BUSY SESSION 
OF U. F. A. 


Lethbridge, Jan, 24.—The 
sixth annual convention of the 
United Farmers came to its 
close last night. In its final 
hours it passed a_ resolution 
commending the C, P. R. com- 
pany for the expeditious man- 
ner in which the grain crop was 
handled during the season just 
closed, and at the same time 
took up the fight for the far- 
mers against the C.P.R. de- 
partment of natural resources 
with regard to the reclassifica- 
tion of certain lands in the 
western section of the irriga- 
tion block. The association 
will endeavor to have the gov- 
ernment classification changed. 

Directors were then chosen 
by Dominion constituency eleet- 
ing their own directors. The 
proveedings were delayed some- 
what by the caucus of the dele- 
gates of the Medicine Hat rid- 
ing. The scrutiveers discover- 
ed that there were about 40 
more ballots cast than there 
delegates in the caucus, and the 
result was declared void, amid 
some heat. On thesecond bal- 
lot, W. B. Trego was chosen. 

Other constituencies chose 
the following directors:—Vic- 
toria, P. H. Austin; Edmonton, 
F. E. Clare, of North Edmon- 
ton ; Strathcona, W.G@. Vick- 
ery ; Red Deer, D. Buckingham; 
Calgary, H. W. Wood; Mag- 


rath, J. A. Quinsey. 
One lone delegate out of the 


400 present voted against a re- 
solution demanding that the 
Dominion government turn the 
natural resources over to the 
provinces. The vote in the 
affirmative was enthusiastic. 
Another official position was 
created before the session end- 
ed. It will be designated chief 
engineer, and the appointed 
will have charge of the com- 
prehensive plan of expansion 
which the new directors con- 
template inaugurating. The 
plan contemplates the holding 
of district conventions in the 
various constituencies, in ad- 
dition to the annual provincial 
convention and a_ provincial 
wide canvas for new members. 
A mass of resolutions were 
presented to the convention 
during the afternoon and, to 
expedite their consideration, 
speeches were limited to three 
minutes each and many resolu- 
tions were tabled just before 
adjournment at 7 o'clock. In 
nearly every instance the reso- 
lutions went to the directors 
for action. Among the more 
important ones wereresolutions 
advocating the following : 
Relief of pre-emptors located 
by dry lands near the Montana 
boundary, and the request that 


the government remit their 
fees; the dissemination of 
literature that will tell the true 
story of the Grain Growers 
Grain company and its close 
affiliation with the Allorta 
farmers; the collection of 


publication of accurate crop re- 
ports ; laws requiring the test- 
ing of cattle for tuberculosis ; 
amendments to the direct legis- 
lation act; legislation which 


would bring about cheaper 
money for the farmers. 


A deep waterway from Mon- 
treal to the head of the great 
lakes, built jointly by the gov- 
ernments of the Dominion and 
the United States, is the pro- 
ject which will soon have the 
attention of the authorities of 
the two nations. Negotiations 
will shortly be begun through 
the international joint commis- 
sion which has jurisdiction 
ever the boundary waters of
